The manner in which the County Council 
business is conducted has been written of 
by us on more than one occasion, and, 
as this is a matter in which the readers of 
The Argus are greatly interested, we make 
no excuse for again reverting to it, in the 
hope that some remedy may be applied. We 
may at once say that the speciiil feature in 
the conduct of business to which we take 
exception is that of “going into committee,” 
and the way in which this affects the public 
may be told in a few words. There being 
two newspapers published in the County, it 
docs not iit first sight seem unreasonable to 
expect that each would have a reporter 
present at the Council meetings. But under 
existing ciicnmstances, to The Argus this 
means a considerable loss of time and some 
expense, without adequate results ; while to 
our Clyde contemporary it can scarcely be 
less grievous. Let us, as shortly as possible, 
sketch the course of procedure at an ordinary 
meeting of Council, and assume that a re- 
porter has travelled from Cromwell to Clyde 
to report the business. The Council meets 
at noon, and, after reading and confirming 
minutes, adjourns tor lunch. Assembling 
again at two — for County Councillors must 
have ample time to digest their food as well 
as their ideas— lengthy schedules of corres- 
pondence are read, and a multitude of small 
questions asked and answered. The Chair- 
man then probably makes some verbal— if 

not verbose — reports, and then theCouncil 

resolves itself into committee to squabble 
unheard and unseen over some weighty topic 
—whether Bill, Tom, and Dick shall receive 
7s 6d or three half-crowns a day, or some 
such serious matter. This committee busi- 
ness means exclusion of the public and the 
Press representatives, who are for at least a 
couple of hours left to fill up time as best 
they may, and some half-dozen hotels 
being handy and no other attraction, 
this may be deemed a veiy easy matter. 
By five o’clock the committee have 
amicably settled tlieir differences, and 

the clerk reads in solemn tones, “ Your 
committee have to report,” &o., that said 
Tom, Bill and Dick are to receive the same 
remuneration as heretofore. This fact is 
seized upon with avidity by the reporters, 
who are glad of any crumb of information. 
The engineer’s report is then read, and of 
course such a weighty document cannot he 
deliberated upon before the vulgar public, 
and the Council— resolves into committee. 
Out go the herd, and meekly follow the 
reporters, who find comfort in a cup of tea 
and consolation in being told that the Coun- 
cil has adjourned till eight p.m. Hurrying 
up at that hour they find the doors closed, 
iind are informed in a stage whisper by a 
probable contractor, who is endeavoring to 
insert his nose through a crack in the door, 
that “ they are in committee.” Two hours 
pass, and there is a buzz of excitement 
among the few remaining exjieotants. Out 
troop the exhausted couiicillors, and the 
clerk having intimated that proceedings are 
adjourned till 10 a.in. next day, refresh- 
ment, after the fatigues of the day, is sought 
in a snug hostelry. The after proceedings 
may be quite as fatiguing, hut of this we 
cannot speak. At ten o’clock next morning 
the members congregate, but again “com- 
mittee” is resorted to, and it is high noon — 
and lunch time — before it rises and reports 
progress. After lunch the notices of motion 
are taken, and now the ratejiayers and re- 
porters are privileged to remain and listen to 
and note the well-rounded periods and easy- 
following eloquence of members. Fortu- 
nately there will be no more “committee” 
doings this meeting, so the hungry Press- 
men are eager to catch every word that falls 
that they may be recorded for all time in the 
local chronicles. On every subject, great or 
ainall, each member feels himself bound to 
give expression to his opinions, so it need 
not be said that a very limited order paper 
suffices for an afternoon’s palaver. Then the 
chairman having, in his blandest tones, con- 
gratulated members on the amount of busi- 
ness transacted (and that there is a good deal 
done we don’t deny), pronounced his fatherly 
benediction, puts his hands in his breeches 
pocket over his cheque, and the proceedings 
close “ with the usual vote,” &c. 

Tills is no fancy sketch, but the experiences 
of the representative of this journal at the 
Council meeting before last. Can it there- 
fore he wondered at that a feeling of annoy- 
ance is provoked, and that the meetings of 
the County Council begin to lose importance 
ill the eyes of the Press and of the public? 
To summarise the subject, it simply means 
til at two days v.aluahle time .are wasted in 
dancing attendance on the Council, out of 
which time scarcely four linurs are spent at 
the reporter’s table. This is a serious 
inaUcr to up-country papers with limited 
atalTs, and if the present injudicious style of 
doing business is persevered in, it in not 
unlikely Councillors will bo loft to address 
their oratory to an empty hall. Speaking for 
ourselves, we are sick of Iho thing, aud while 



having every desire to do justice to the 
Council and to our readers by giving a fair 
and impartial report of proceedings, we are 
not prepared to do so at a greater cost than 
the game is worth. Looking at the report of 
last meeting published in the Vuntia/n Times 
— and which we reprint for the reasons 
before given — we c.an see that the “ com- 
mittee” absurdity h.is bulked largely, and 
the result is that the report is of a very 
meagre kind. And yet Councillors, who 
have the remedy in their own hands, com- 
plain of this and put on injured airs, 
entirely forgetling that while they continue 
to allow the present system it is next to 
impossible to give a fair report. Reading 
reports of other Councils, we do not see 
that “ Committee” has gained such a pro- 
minent place as in Vincent, and yet other 
Councils seem to get on quite as well as this 
in most things, and in not a few a good deal 
better. It is just about time to adopt some 
other method, if the Council do not desire 
to have the reputation of doing the public 
business in a hole-and-corner fashion. If 
committee business is a necessity, why not 
call the Councillors together to transact it 
some hours before the public and the Press 
are admitted, and let it be known when the 
open Council will sit. If it must be that 
hours shall be spent in free-and-easy delibera- 
tion, why not let it be understood that the 
Council will devote the whole of the first day 
to this delectable pursuit, and that on the 
morning of the second day public business 
will be commenced and adhered to till the 
close, ■ Then the public and the Press would 
know what to do, and the present annoyance 
and inconvenience would he done away with, 
and the result, in our opinion, be a great 
advantage to all concerned. We hope to see 
the Councillors at next meeting take decided 
steps to remedy the present absurd system, 
which is growing in proportions every month. 
Brought into the Council on the shoulders of 
the diatrman’s parliamentary experience, with 
a view, we suppose, to give an air of dignity 
to the representative body, “Committee” has 
become a nuisance and a hindrance to the 
public business.

They further offer to ’.first submit 
their pbiiis for the in.spoction and approv.al of 
the Engineer, and then, in the event of their 
being appi nve.l of, they undertake to cnfl^llete 
the work within 12 months, and submitting, of 
course, to the conditions of an ordin, ary contract. 
Evidently Messrs Grant and MacKellar had 
given the question very serious consideration, 
and must have had the utmost confiilence in the 
plan they were prepared to submit for inspection 
■and approval, ami considering this, .and the fact 
tliat they proposed to carry ont the work within 
twelve, months, and that the cost is considerably 
under the estimate for the road via Dead- man’s 
Point, we are sni-prised at the offer being 
treated in such a cavalier manner, Mr M'Ginnis’ 
arnendmout .appears to us to have been a very 
fair and reasonalde one, nml one which might to 
have been carried. It committed the Council to 
nothing, .and yet gave time for a fair considera- 
tion of the route most adapted to meet tho 
requirements ot the public interest.

The bazaar in aid o( the Arrow Diatrict < 
Hoapital fund waa held in the Athenasum : 
Hall, on the 28th and 29th inat., and waa a ! 
great sttoceaa, considering the time given for 
its preparation was only one month. The 
ladies of the district, however, worked with 
a will that showed in the sequel how much 
could be done in so short a space of time, and 
I hear the financial result of their efforts is 
likely to amount to some £160 — a handsome 
sum indeed. The provisional committee are 
getting in the money subscriptions very well, 
and the institution will shortly he built. I 
believe the subscribers will shortly be called 
upon to elect a permanent committee accord- 
ing to statute. 

We are getting through harvest very well, 
and although crops are as a rule not up to 
the average, still in some cases a good 60 
bushels to the acre may be quoted as the 
average. 1 see in a late article in the Otago 
Witness, by the “ Lake County Correspon- 
dent,” (hat 80 bushels to the acre has been the 
average in some instances. This statement 
may be put on a par with a late one he made 
in the same journal, concerning the prospects 
of the Arrow District Hospital, and as being 
misrepresentations of both the farming and 
philanthropic status of the district. It is a 
pity men like him cannot come within 30 
acres of the truth when reporting ; state- 
ments like the above only tend to injure the 
district and himself, and unless refuted by 
writers of a different calibre may still 
continue to annoy and disgust the readers of 
the Otago fTiiness in the Lake County. 1 
therefore state, without fear of refutation, 
that no farm in Lake County has this season 
averaged a crop of anything like 80 bushels 
to the acre,” nor has our intended Arrow 
District Hospital met with the support of the 
“ few only,” but with the almost unanimous 
assistance of young and old of both sexes, for 
a radius of some 16 or 20 miles round. “ 1 
speak the truth, impugn it whoso list.” 

The reefs are looking as well as ever. The 
Tipperary stone is showing up excellently, 
and another rich cake may shortly be 
expected to hand. The All Nations and 
Homeward Bound Co’s, are also busy crush- 
ing. Gold has also been struck in the Ladye 
Fayre, in the new low-level drive on the 
boundary of the claim. The Tipperary 
South Co. is still sinking on the reef. Dr 
Hector paid the mines a visit last week, and 
seemed to think highly of their payable 
character and permanency. 

The leases tor 21 years of 16 sections in 
the Borough Reserves were auctioned on 
Saturday, and all disposed of at fair rentals. 

The Volunteers are preparing for the 
Demonstration, and it is mooted at head- 
quarters that a challenge for a grand champion 
cup will be given by the Lakes District men 
against Southland. The conditions, I hear, 
will be— a team of 12, consisting of the four 
best shots to be picked from each of our three 
companies, to fire against any 12 of the 
Southland contingent. If our men shoot as 
well then as they have done within., the last 
month for the district and other gom petitions, 
I have no doubt that they ?i!i make it warm 
for the South. ,, • 

The matter of the'erection of the Kawarau 
Bridge ia apparently again postponed after 
nil the County Council has done to get the 
matter settled. It appears Mr M'Cormick 
had plans ahd specifications drawn up, and 
the general idea was that his tender for the 
work would bo accepted by the Government 
and Cojinty, but now a new light is thrown 
upon the scene, and tenders are to be called 
fop after some three months of a perfect loss 
of time during the best season of the year. 
Truly this County is placed in a most unfair 
position with regard to this work, which 
should have been proceeded with at least a 
month ago. I don’t think your Vincent 
County, as at present composed, would have 
been humbugged, were the same means 
offered for bridge-building as in this respect 
to our Council by the Government vote of 
£10,000, When I say I don’t think so, I am 
sure not. It behoves the Lake County rate- 
payers to watch the matter closely, especially 
as the end of the financial year (June 30tli) 
is drawing near, or mk may lapse. The 
Borough Council of Arrowtown had to take 
the matter up last year, and was tiie means 
of waking up the County Council to a sense 
of its duty to the question, I hope the 
Borough may keep its eyes wide open to the 
present state of affairs, and, at the risk of 
being considered too zealous, bring this truly 
vital question up at its meetings, and see 
that the work is commenced in accordance 
with the pledges of both Government and 
County Council before the dose of the 
financial year. 

I do not hear any more about the Crown 
Terrace Road ; but I do know that 1,100 
acres will be settled upon on tho terrace in a 
week or two, and the deferred payment 
selectors will require this road for the 
carri.age of fencing and farming implements 
at once to their lands ; and 1 am also perfectly 
aware of the fact that £1,600 has been placed 
by Government at the command of the 
County Council for this very work. The 
County Surveyor has recommended the work 
to be proceeded with — Wliy this delay? It 
strikes me forcibly that a meeting of rate- 
payers in this quarter to urge their require- 
ments would be productive of considerable 
benefit to tho County, tho more especially at 
this end, where tlie representation in the 
Council is not much to speak of, and, to say 
the least, is a very weak one.

The usual bi-monthly meeting of the 
Council waa hold in the now Council Cham- 
bers on Wednesday, the 26th inst., at noon. 
Present — Vincent Pyke, ‘ Esq, (Chairmaq), 
and Councillors Naylor, Colclough, Green- 
bank, Fitches and M'Ginnis. 

Previous to apening the meeting, the 
Chairman, in presence of Councillors as 
above, Mr Wales (architect) and Mr James 
Taylor (contraotorh made a short address, 
during which he said the opening of the 
building (the County Council office) he looked 
upon as the death-blow to the centralising 
policy that had previously existed, and which 
had robbed the Interior not alone of its 
population but of its capital in favor of the 
seaboiird, notably Dunedin. He then read 
a scroll which contained a brief history of 
the County system, the names of the Conn- 
cillors of Vincent County, names of the 
Connty officers, also of the architect, con- 
tractor, and principal workmen, then placing 
it in a leaden case, placed in an aperture in 
the front gable of the building, and fronting 
it with the cope stone, a block of native 
marble with the figures “1878” out in it and 
gilt, he declared the building open for the 
business of the Conncil. 

The minutes of previous meeting were 
read. 

Cr Colclough said he was not interested 
in the question he was about to put ; he did 
so on principle. He wanted to know if the 
names of the proposer and seconder of 
motions passed in committee were embodied 
in the minutes, — The Chairman said it was 
merely the report of the committee, and not 
the business in detail, that was written np. 

The minutes were then confirmed. 

The Council then adjourned, and on re- 
assembling at 2.30, 

Crs Fraser and Jolly took their seats. 

The schedviles of inward and ontward cor- 
respondence were read. 

The Chairman stated that the Coimoil had 
now received £10,000 of the vote for repair- 
ing damages done by the late flood; 

In reply to Cr Colclough, the Chairman 
stated that the rumor that the survey of 
tho Strath-taieri line would stop at Clyde 
was a canard set afoot by some rais- 
chievously-incUned person for purposes of 
his own. He read a copy of telegram he 
had sent to the Minister of Public Works, 
as follows: — “Clyde, 24th March, 1879. 
Minister Public Works, Dunedin. Rumored 
that Strath-taieri survey staff aie to be with- 
drawn. Can you authorise me to deny this? 
Vincent Pyke, Chairman."— He said when 
in receipt of reply he would lay it before the 
Council. At a later stage of the meeting he 
read the following telegram which he had 
received “ Dunedin, March 26th, 1879. 
Am not aware of any intention to withdraw 
survey staff before survey is completed to 
Pembroke ; but, if so, it can only be tempo- 
rarily to enable works to be put in hand this 
year, and which cannot otherwise bo done 
with present staff. The intentions of the 
Government are to proceed with survey to 
Pembroke, and you may depend on this 
being accomplished before we are in a position 
to go on with actual work of conservation, so 
that then, assuming temporarily withdrawn, 
central interior will be in no way prejudiced. 

• Jas. Macandrew, Minister Public Works. 

The Chairman stated that the Goi’ernment 
had uifdf nied ..him that the question of a 
telegraph to Wanala.^uld ue included in 
the next estimates to 3||j|aid before Parlia- 
ment. 

The Chairman sta^^^Kere bad been only 
two objections to t^j^^Kssment of the past 
year ; the one was a^Wjident error, and the 
other Was reduced from L260 to L180. 

Resolved — “That tho Council decide to 
recommend that a read-line be reserved 
through the mining reserve from proposed 
site of bridge at Dead Man’s Point to Gay- 
street, Cromwell.” 

Resolved — “That tie Chairman in con- 
junction with other com ty chairmen, combine 
to take action to obtain' their due proportion 
of the Otago Land Fund.” 

The reports of the Engineer on roads and 
bridges were read. . 

The Council then resolved itself into com- 
mitee, which, on rising at 6 p.m., adjourned 
till 8 p.m. I 

EvENINd'*'SlTriNIJ. 

On the Council meeting, they again went 
into Committee. . 

On meeting again, thg report of the Com- 
mittee waa read and received. Amongst tho 
matters dealt with in the report was one 
having reference to the use of boring rods. 

Accounts amounting to L91 17 s Od were 
passed for payment. 

The reports of the Ranger, Valuator, 
License Inspector and Rate Collector, the 
latter showing the total amount of rates un- 
paid to date being L124 2s, were read and 
received. 

Resolved — “ That the County Solicitor be 
instructed to proceed for the recovery of all 
rates unpaid.” 

The Treasurer’s report, ito the effect that 
since the last audit, the total amount of re- 
ceipts had been L18,408 7s Id, and that the 
credit balance in hand, was L14,003, was 
read. 

The meeting then adjourned till next day. 

Thursday, March 27. 

The Council resumed business at 10 a.m., 
the same Connciliurs as attended yesterday 
being present. 

The Notices of Motion on Order Paper, as 
follows, were dealt with : — 

Cr Cololough moved — “That tenders be in- 
vited for tho supply of tools and materials as 
per schedule, delivor.ahle at) Clyde, Cromwell 
and Blacks for 13 months.” 



Tlie motion was amended by adding the 
word “ Alexandra," and was seconded by Cr 
M'Ginnis, and after some discussion was 
carried, some Councillors, however, holding 
that the proposal was " impracticable, and 
would entail loss both in time and money. 

Cr Colclough moved — “ That tenders be in- 
vited for the County occount from the three 
local banking institutions ” 

Cr Pitches seconded, as he said, to test the 
feeling of the meeting, 

Cr Colclough, in support of the motion, 
said he had intended tabling the motion 
previously, but opportunity had not been 
favorable. One chief reason why the motion 
should be carried was from what he had been 
told — that at the time the existing tender 
was accepted, there was some unfairness. 
He then gave a good deal of hearsay evidence 
that apparently fell but lightly on his hearers; 
he then urged as a reason for the change, 
that it was never contemplated that one 
Bank should have the County business in 
perpetuity, and further that as the money 
market was materially changed since the 
arrangement was entered into, far better 
terms could be obtained. 

The Chairman contradicted the statement 
of unfairness, and said the expression should 
either be withdrawn or an apology made ; 
he said, having unbosomed himself of his 
just indignation, he desired to explain that 
the Bank of New Zealand, if they had, as 
Cr Cololough would desire to impress on the 
Council, such a good thing in the Connty 
account, they might have equally liad a bad 
thing, but he failed to see it ; they were 
particularly accommodating, and as to change 
the account would entail no end of expense 
and trouble, he hoped that the motion would 
not be carried. 

After a lengthened discussion, the motion 
was put and lost. 

Cr Naylor to moved — “That the resolution 
passed at the last meeting resnecting the re- 
erection of the Clyde bridge be altered, so as to 
read as follows : ‘ That the engineer be in- 
stnicted to prepare plans and specifications for 
the re-ereotion of a bridge at Clyde as soon as 
plana and specifications have been completed for 
bridges already approved of. ’ ” 

A considerable amount of discussion took 
place over this motion, Cr Colclough 
saying it waa an attempt to gain an 
undue advantage by a side wind, and he was 
determined that until more necessary works 
in the northern part of the County were 
under way, he would oppose it. 

The motion was eventimlly earned. 

Cr ( folcloiigh moved — “ That a few daymen he 
put on the Cardrona track-road to rcp.iir 
damages by the floods, and otherwise clear the 
road so as to be practicable.” 

The principle of stuffing the Order Paper 
with motions asking for votes for small snms 
of money, was objected to by the whole of 
the Council, and it was eventually resolved 
that the attention of the engineer be drawn 
to the road in question. 

Councillor Colclough moved— “That, as the 
newly -made Lindis road only requires to cross 
the river at one place and where facilities exist 
for a light suspension bridge, the Engineer be 
instructed to report as to the feasibility of 
utilizing the two chair wire-ropes at Macandrew 
Bridge, after opening of said bridge, by placing 
them at the Lindis crossing referred to as part 
of a pack-bridge, and geuerally to report on the 
scheme, ” 

The mover said the total cost of the 
struotnre would not exceed L350, and if con- 
structed would, prove of great public utility. 

Cr Greenbauk said be desired to express 
his dissent to the construction of these light 
bridges. — The motion was carried. 

Councillor Cololough moved — “ That tenders 
be invited for the construction of the road Rocky 
Point to Quartz-ieef Point.” 

The Chairman said he had received a letter 
which affected his motion, and he thought it 
well the Council should be made acquainted 
with its contents before coming to any 
decision. He then read a letter from Messrs 
Grant and MaoKellar, contractors, Cromwell, 
wherein they offered to complete the Rooky 
Point Bridge and open up communication for 
tho sum of L10,000, to be completed in 12 
months. He (the Chairman) was not quite 
sure which route would be the most useful, 
and he suggested, so as now to prevent 
discussion on a subject all the councillors 
were not particularly well acquainted with, 
that the next sitting of the Council, which 
would bo a special one, should be held in 
Cromwell, when the two routes could be 
inspected, after which, tho Council would be 
able to give an intelligent vote. 

Cr Greenbank spoke earnestly against the 
motion, until the question of which road was 
most desirable was confirmed. 

Cr M'Ginnis embodied in an amendment 
the Chairman’s suggestion ; it, however, was 
lost, and the motion was carried. 

Councillor Naylor moved—" That the applica- 
tions of James Maxwell and Alexander P.atterson 
for relief and assistance whilst disabled from 
work by accidents received in the I.'oiintv serrico 
be considered ami dealt with by the Council.” 
After discussion it was resolved to give 
Patterson the sum of LIO, he being a 
married man with a wife and family of three 
children. It was distinctly understood, 
however, that the Council did not recognize 
their employees bad any claim on them, and 
that the present case was to be no precedent. 

Cr Jolly moved — “That a committee be ap- 
pointed to inquire into and report upon Mr 
Timothy Gorman's claim for compensation, re 
Kirtlehurn road passing through his priv.ate 
property. " 

Withdrawn by consent. 

Cr Jolly moved — “That the Engineer be in- 
strncted to report at next meeting of the Council, 
as to the necessity for raising 10 eh.ains of the 
road leading to the /vlbert Town punt, on the 
west side of the river, ahont 4ft .above the 
present level, and otherwise protecting the road 
from the river encroachment.” 

Carried. 
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The Council then adjourned. 

On resuming at 2 p.m. : — 

Cr Jolly moved — “That the Engineer 1 
instructed to prepare an estimate of the cost 
maintaining the different main County ronHs for 
the eeason ending March 3Ist, 1880, applicatiogi 
to be called for, persona willing to undertake th« 
various works at stated prices to be fixed by the! 
Conncil. The successful applicant to provide 
horse and dray for the more efficient carrying 
out of bis contract.” 

Over this motion, tho question of con- 
tract venns day labor was ventilated, each 
system having its admirers; eventually it was| ■] 
resolved: — “That the main arterial roads, 
viz— from Tuapeka County boundary, via 
Alexandra to Clyde, and thence on to 
Kirtlehurn, be let by tender, end all other 
roads to be repaired by day labor.” 

Councillor Naylor moved — “That the sum of 
T.40 be granted to Mr W, G. Rees, for repairs i 
the road between Little Valley and Robinson’s f i 
crossing, Manuberikia River.” f A 

The question of principle here again | 
cropped up, the Council holding that where f) , 
roads required repairing, application should i;- 
be made in the proper quarter. It waa re- 1:, 
solved to vote the sum of L20. 

The Council now went into Committee, 
and on resuming recommended : — “ That the 
schedule of moneys, L3,325 Is 5d, required 
by the Engineer be voted ; also, LIDO be 
paid to the contractor for extra work per- 
formed on County buildings. 

The Council then adjonmed to the 23rd 
April at Cromwell.

More tlian once we liawe compared the 
relative merits of the agricultural lease and 
deferred p.ayment systems as a means of quickly 
and permanently settling the country, and 
shown that the lease system is far and away the 
best, judging from results before our eyes. Con- 
firmatory testimony comes from the Mt. Ida and 
Tu.apeka districts, where the deferred payments 
h.ave proved anything but s.atisfactory. The 
Tuapeka Times furnishes a striking instance of 
this in the following paragraph -.—Some short 
time ago, 9,000 acres of land were surveyed and 
partly tlirown open on C.aptain Henderson’s run, 
between Horse Shne Bend and Millers Flat. A 
portion w,".s opened under agricultural lease and 
a portion under deferred payment. Every sec- 
tion of the former was taken np, but not a single 
section of the latter, the fact being that the 
sections were ton small, when tho rough 
character nf the land is taken into considemtios, 
for men to take them np, reside upon them and 
make homes for themselves thereon. The people 
about Horse 8hoe Bend .md hfillers Flat shonld 
take some action to get the Government to thro* 
open the unallotted hand under agricultural lease, 
instead of deferred payments. If this is ne^ 
done, we would not wondertofind therunholder 
some fine day coining into possession of it.

Mrs Major Oroker has instructed Mr 
Rochford, solicitor, to- enter an action for 
libel against the Auckland Herald for L6000. 

The Government intend to negotiate with 
a contractor to complete the through railway 
from Melbourne to Sydney before the open- 
ing of the Exhibition. 

Statistics show the municipal valuation of 
Victoria last year to be L7,030,768. The 
revenuehasdeclined LB9,515, mainly through 
the abolition of tolls. 

In the Wellington educational district 
there are over 8,000 children of school age, 
but the average daily attendance at the public 
schools is less than half. 

The Christchurch City Council have deter- 
mined to ask for a sum of money to be placed 
on the Estimates for acquiring a site for a 
gubernatorial residence in Christchurch. 

The Invercargill "Vulunteer Demonstration 
Committee has decided not to take cadets, 
on the ground that there is not siifiicient 
billeting accommodation for them and the 
men. 

A man named Brown fell into a boiling 
vat at the New Zealand Meat Preserving 
Works at Washdyke on Tuesday last, and 
was horribly scalded, the flesh hanging in 
shreds. 

Banka, the cook of the ship Loch Fergus, 
who was struck with a handspike by an 
apprentice in a quarrel the other day, has 
since died, never having recovered con- 
sciousness. 

During last week there were carried on 
the Christchurch section of the railways 
181,781 bags of grain. On Saturday 10,000 
bags were brought into Christchurch, and 
5,000 carried to Timaru. 

Venzelberg, an old man living at Barn- 
stable, Victoria, committed suicide by putting 
gunpowder in a dish, deliberately resting 
his head on the dish, and firing the powder. 
His head was completely blown away. 

Mounted-Constable Bashford was fined LI 
under the regulations, not for not saluting 
Colonel Brett, but for.replying “ No” when 
he should have said “ No, sir.” Bashford 
leaves the force and takes a public-house. 

Mr Mansford gave judgment for L50 and 
costs against M'Ardle, the Wellington pub- 
lican who ejected one Bourke from his house 
[or disorderly conduct on a Sunday, and 
broke his leg in so doing. The magistrate 
was of opinion that unnecessary force was 
used in the ejectment. 

By the Lyttelton have arrived, in perfect 
health, six cocks and seven hens of the 20 
head of black game shipped by Mr Bills in 
Scotland for the Otago and North Otago 
Acclimatisation Societies. His success is all 
the more remarkable, in that they are the 
first birds of their kind ever landed alive in 
the colonies, and they rarely survive even a 
moderate sea passage. 

An altercation, which led to a regular stand- 
up fight, took place at the Hutt (Wellington 
District) railway station last week, between 
two well-known members of the Civil 
Service. The parties went into one of the 
station moms, an under-secretary acting as 
umpire, and several rounds were fought, one 
party being severely punished. 

The Wellington correspondent of the 
Dunedin A(/e says ; — A large number of 
insolvencies have occurred lately. We have 
had men of all classes going through the mill 
— cobblers, tailors, dominies, civil servants, 
bill-posters, and the list closed to-day with a 
parson of the Anglican Church. It is fully 
expected half-a-dozen boot-blacks, washer- 
women and chimney-sweeps will file next 
week. 

Mr Walter L. Miller, accountant of the 
Bank of New South Wales, Oreymouth, 
committed suicide, on March 27, in an 
, outhouse of the B.ank, by blowing out his 
j brains with a revolver. The deceased had 
been in Greymouth for seven or eight years, 
and was well liked, but had been under 
medicml attention during the last month, his 
wife’s illness having affected him. Ho 
leaves a wife and two children, the youngest 
about a month old. His death is much 
regretted, and except the anxiety about his 
wife’s health, no other cause is known for his 
suicide. 

A youth named M'Crimmon, a promising 
member of the Melbourne Cricket Club, has 
come to grief from the same cause as that 
which led to the downfall of George Barnwell, 
of ballad fame. To gratify the cupidity of a 
female associate he stole several articles of 
jewellery, and sums of money, from the 
pockets of his fellow members’ coats, while 
they were playing a match. Detection, and, 
w consideration of his youth, seven days’ 
imprisonment, followed in due course. 

The present Government, which came in 
on the cry of purity and retrenohment, has 
spent more of the public money than any of 
its predecessors in travelling in a kind of 
regal state .about the New Zealand coasts, says 
the Mor>ii)iy Herald. We notice too that. 
Mr Mac.andrew must have a special train to 
take him to the Port. It really seems as if 
it were below the dignity of Now Zealand 
Mimstei's to travel with the common crowd. 
They profess indeed to have a mighty love 
for the people, but they take precious good 
care to keep them at a respectful distance, 
though it must be owned they do them the 
honor of spending their money right royally..

The Yankees are proverbial for their 
ingenuity, but this, their latest ‘ ‘ calculation,” 
beats all we have heard, namely — the manu- 
facture of hen’s eggs from inexpensive 
materials in San Francisco. The albumen 
is imitated by a mixture of sulphur, carbon, 
and fatty matter obtained from the slaughter- 
houses, aod rendered sticky with mucilage. 
The yolk is made of bad blood, phosphate of 
lime, magnesia-muriate of ammonia, oleic 
and magaric acids, and colored with chrome 
yellow. The shells are shaped by a blow- 
pipe from a mass of gypsum (plaster of Paris), 
carbonate of lime; and oxide of iron. After 
the shells are blown the albumen is forced in 
through a hole in the end, and sticks to the 
sides ; then the yolk is added, and after 
being covered with mure of the albumen 
mixture, the hole is sealed with cement ; 
the whole egg is then “rubbed pretty smooth 
and laid aside for packing.” It is asserted that 
many barrels of these eggs have been already 
shipped e.astward for consumption ; and as a 
pleasing adjunct to meat from the “slink 
butcher,” they will no doubt be gratefully 
welcomed by British housekeepers in search 
of “cheap and nutritious” food. 

The pension which Sir George Bowen will 
be entitled to in 1881 will be the largest 
allowed under the regulations. He has 
already administered the government of 
colonies in which the Governor’s salary is 
not less than L5,000 per annum, for 18 years, 
and only awaits the completion of his sixtieth 
year to be able to claim a retiring allowance 
of LI, 000 per annum. The regulation alhiw- 
anoe for the expenses of the voyage home is 
from Australia L800, and that for the voyage 
from England to the Mauritius L700. As, 
however, he only proceeds homeward as far 
as Suez, taking the Messageries Imperiales 
steamer thence to Mauritius, the full allow- 
ance of LI, 600 will, of course, bo propor- 
tionately reduced. 

A recent telegram from Cairo states that 
the British steamer Northborne, has been 
aground in the Bitter Lakes for two days, 
and all efforts to flo.at her have hitherto proved 
unavailing. The traflio through the Suez 
Canal is totally interrupted in consequence. 

The London Minitig Journal points out 
that, aside from its other advantages, the 
success of the electric light would solve a 
moat important problem affecting the lives of 
many persons now working in mines. “There 
appears to be no reason,” says the Journal, 
“ why electricity should not be made applic- 
able for mining instead of lamps, and this 
would effect what our mining engineers and 
foremost chemists have long been looking 
for. It would give the men a light such as 
they have never dreamt of, enabling them to 
get a much larger quantity of coal in a given 
time than it is possible for them to bring 
down by the light of the lamp, which barely 
suffices to make the blackness of the working 
places visible. It would also benefit both 
masters and men, and greater safety would 
be ensured, for explosions would be all but 
impossible, whilst the miners would be better 
able to guard against falls of roof and coal.” 

The individual who assisted the murderer 
Walsh to “shuffle off this mortal coil” ap- 
parently has a keen eye to business. We 
learn from Invercargill that the rope, and 
other “ perquisite ” of -the functionary in 
question, are on sale at a store there. Tima 
was when such ghastly mementoes of cele- 
brated criminals fetched a guinea a foot, but 
we trust that no one will be found possessed 
of such foolishly morbid propensities as to 
“ speculate” in the present instance. 

'The last novelty in London thieving is 
rather a peculiar one. A yonng lady was, in 
company with her brother, looking in at a 
shop window in Pall Mall, when she felt a 
slight touch on her shoulder, and, turning 
round, saw .an ill-tavored fellow moving away 
from her. She thought nothing further of 
it ; but, on returning home, she discovered 
that the loose knot of her hair had been 
nearly cut through, and on removing her 
bonnet half a yard of her hair fell off. The 
scoundrel had evidently been disturbed, or 
he would have carried off his spoil. The 
young lady had a profusion of beautiful 
brown hair — a fashionable hue just now. 
This occurred ill the forenoon, about 11 
o’clock, when few passengers were about. 

The following is told by a writer in the 
European Mail ; — The flight of a director of 
the Glasgow City Bank is a startling incident, 
and has caused much comment. But there 
are many people who will find excuses for 
his conduct. I remember, a great many 
years ago now, a disaster of a character 
similar to the Glasgow Bank failure, although 
not of such magnitude, occurred. A director 
was called upon to forfeit everything ho 
possessed towards satisfying the claims upon 
the fallen concern. “ Then,” said he, turn- 
ing to the opposing counsel, “you deprive 
me of everything but my walking-stick ; 
perhaps you would like to have that also.” 
But they gtaciously allowed him to retain it, 
and he walked out of Court leaning upon it 
for support. And support it turned out, in 
uioro senses than one ; for being hollow, the 
wily director had stuffed it with b.iiik notes, 
to the time of L30,000. 



BBQULATION OP MINES ACT. 



The Regulation of Mines Act, 1874, which 
has been proclaimed in force throughout 
the colony, provides that inspectors, to be 
appointed by the Governor, shall be em- 
powered, and it shall be their duty generally 
to examine and report upon all mines in their 
district and the machinery connected there- 
with. Further, it is provided th.at if any 
inspector finds on any such inspection of a 
mine “ any matters or practice to be danger- 
ous or defective, so as, in his opinion, to 
threaten or tend to the biidily injury of any 
person,” he shall give notice in writing to 
the owner or manager to remedy the matter 
complained of, and shall also report to the 
Governor. A mode of appeal to arbitration 
from the inspector’s judgment is then pro- 
vided and the decision is to be final. Tho 
Act also provides a code of general rules to 
be observed, snch as an adequate ventilation 
shall bo cared for, the workings duly secured, 
a system of signals established, proper ladders 
and ropes used. But with reference to mines 
in particular it is enacted that — “ Within 
two years after commencing the working of 
any boards, stalls, or long-wall workings, 
there shall be made and completed at least 
two separate and distinct openings to the 
day or surface from such mine, inter-com- 
municating with each other, by means of 
which openings all persons employed in the 
mine may at all times whatsoever pass in or 
out.” These two openings to every mine 
are to be completed under a penalty of LlO 
a month. Special rules are also to be 
established and posted in every mine, and 
penalties are imposed for violation or 
neglect of any general or special rules. Such 
is the pith of th is highly necessary but en- 
tirely neglected Act.

Depositors over seven years of age 
are treated as persons of full age, hut minors 
under seven ye.ars of age cannot withdraw their 
deposits until they have reached the age of 
seven.

■B.vnks, and the replies sent thereto are free from 
charge or postage.
